Among the things done 
by the Army ( the men t fe .Miro* have done most of the other work 
themselves } that have improved the lets of the men sue the construction 
of an ampitheatfr, larger then any around here for hundreds of miles, 
aS-itfflt fc, *50 - larger number of men can enjoy the plentiful m tertain- 
meat. Most of the top-notehers going to Washington try and sake a show 
at fee Fort. At this camp, too, there is much "cultural" recreation 
available. Some of the soldiers have reproduced rray life at the camp 
in oils, and there are several good pictures available.
